Carter arms strategy 
sets 'fallback' position

Sludge issue before 
Sweet Springs voters 


SWEET SPRINGS - Mayor Lester 
Harms said Thursday he has not heard 
any opposition to the passage of a $60,000 
general obligation bond to finance an 
alternate means of ridding the city’s 
water treatment of sludge that 
is 
currently dumped into the Blackwater 
River. The issue requires a two-thirds 
majority approval by voters in the April 
5 election and will not increase the pre­ 
sent bond tax levy. Harms said. 
The bond issue is the city’s proposed 
answer to federal and state orders to cor­ 
rect the improper disposal of sludge oc­ 
curring from the purification of city 
water, Harms said "If the bond is not ap­ 
proved. 1 don't know what will happen" 
Currently, raw water is taken from the 
Blackwater River, pumped into two 
reservoirs and then to the treatment 
plant. More than 9.000 gallons of sludge 
that 
accumulates 
in the 
treatment 
plant’s water clarifiers is dumped into 
the river every six months. Also, the 
backwashing of the plant’s three filters 
produces sludge, and every four days 


about 15,000 gallons of backwash water 
empties into the river. 
The bond’s passage would provide for a 
new system that would not only solve the 
sludge problem, but could save the city 
about 105,000 gallons of water per month 
that is lost under the present w’ater 
purification process, said the city's con­ 
sulting engineer, Eugene Spears. 
The new system would have a holding 
basin to contain the backwash water and 
settling tank sludge. A pump would 
return supernatant water from the basin 
to the plant for recycling and the sludge 
would be transferred to a tank wagon and 
ultimately to a land fill. 
If passed, proceeds from the $60,000 
bond would pay for construction of the 
new system, which could achieve com­ 
pliance with state and federal effluent 
limitations by January, 1978, Harms 
said. Construction would start on May 15 
and be concluded by Oct. 1 of this year, 
he added. 
Harms said the bond’s passage would 
not cause an increase in the tax levy. 


U. S. - Cuban talks may 
lead to renewed ties 


WASHINGTON <AP) - Renewed ties 
between the United States and Cuba, 
which seemed out of the question a few 
months ago, may be the end result of the 
first known direct contact between the 
two estranged nations in more than 16 
years. 
American and Cuban negotiators held 
face-to-face talks Thursday on fishing 
zones at an undisclosed site in New York. 
More talks will be held over the next 
week, a State Department spokesman 
said. 
The next expected step toward improv­ 
ing — and eventually normalizing 
relations is the renegotiation of the 197;} 
anti-hijacking agreement that expires in 
mid-April, 
Cuban President Fidel Castro canceled 
the agreement after charging that the 
CIA was involved in last October s bomb­ 
ing of a Cuban DC-8 aircraft in flight near 
Barbados. All 7:5 people aboard perished. 


But President Carter in two short 
months has revived the momentum 
begun under the Ford Administratin tor 
coming to terms with Cuba — and sped it 
up.

Ford returns 
to Washington 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Gerald Ford is 
back in Washington and if you didn’t 
know better you’d think he was still the 
president. 


He met with Republican party leaders 
today, just like in the old days, and talked 
about contributing to the GOP’s fortunes 
between now and the congressional elec­ 
tions in 1978. 


He discussed "dom estic and 
international matters that concern a 
president and a former president” with 
Jimmy Carter at the White House on 
Thursday. 
And, according to GOP na­ 
tional chairman William E. Brock III, 
Ford will probably do some campaigning 
for Republican congressional aspirants. 


“ I’ll be active, meeting with party 
leaders, not only in Washington but 
around the country,” Ford said after 
talking with 
15 GOP congressional 
bigwigs. “ Pll be contributing in any way 
1 possibly can between now and 1978. 
We’ll see what 1980 brings.” 
Then he threw out one of those teasers 
he’s fond of tossing — a “ maybe” to the 
question whether he will run again for 
President. 
“ You know President Ford is sort of a 
unique commodity on the American 
political scene,” said Howard Baker, the 
Senate minority leader. 
“ He’s real 
young, he’s vigorous, he’s healthy, he’s 
an ex-president. We don’t have that very 
often. 
“ He will be active in the political life of 
the country. That’s what a young, 
vigorous ex-president ought to do, and 1 
hope he does it.” 
So far, no leading Republican from 
Ford on down, is criticizing the Carter 
administration, 
still 
in swaddling 
clothes. 
"I think he (Ford) intends to be fairly 
much above the fray for a while,” said 
John Anderson, of Illinois, No. :5 man in 
the House Republican leadership 
But, said Anderson, “ I think the presi­ 
dent (Ford) will be moving around the 
states in '78. Whether he can gel down to 
the district level. I’m not so sure. But I 
have no question about him being involv­ 
ed on a statewide sort of basis.” 
No one, including Ford, was willing to 
say how long the Republican swords 
would remain sheathed.

A fou r-state clou d seeding p roject is 
being p rom oted by an ou tfit called Mid- 
States Ag Boosters, with headq u arters in 
F au cett, Mo. MSAB w ants to see a clou d 
seeding effort in a rectangle comp osed of 
the fou r q u arters of M issou ri, Iowa, 
N ebraska and K ansas. 


A com m ercial ou tfit called the Krick 
Grou p wou ld do the seeding from grou nd 
generators that release silv er iodide 
cry stals into the atm osp here. These 
cry stals a ct as the nu celi arou nd which 
m oistu re wou ld form , thereby creating 
drop lets. 


The Krick Grou p claim s it can increase 
rainfall betw een 15 and .30 p er cent ov er a 
giv en 
a re a . 
T hirty -tw o 
N orthw est 
Missou ri cou nties wou ld be cov ered in 
the p roject, with the line being draw n as 
far sou th to inclu de Saline and L afay ette 
Cou nties in this area. 
For drou ght- 
stricken farm ers, it has its ap p eal. 


I’v e been p ou ring ov er som e m aterial 
on clou d seeding that Rep . Ike Skelton 
sent me. The u p shot of m ost of this is to 
show that rainm aking is still a highly in­ 
ex act science, if it can be called a science 
at all. ‘‘Any idiot with $5 0 can seed clou ds 
withou t any body ’s say -so and withou t 
hav ing to answ er if his act leads to p ollu ­ 
tion, flood or drou ght,’’ w rites one com ­ 
m entator. 


Adjoining states hav e controls on clou d 
seeding, bu t in Missou ri there are v ir­ 
tu ally none. 


M issou ri’s 
la st 
controlled 
clou d- 
seeding ex p erim ent isn’t ex actly grou nds 
for encou ragem ent. 
Project W hitetop 
was condu cted by the federal gov ern­ 
ment ov er Sou th-Central M issou ri and 
N orth-Central A rkansas from 1960-64. 
The findings w ere that Whitetop actu ally 
resu lted in ¡ ess rainfall than norm al ov er 
the area. 


I talked to Dr. W ay ne Decker, p ro­ 
fessor of atm osp heric science at the 
Univ ersity of M issou ri-Colu mbia, who 
confirm ed 
W hitetop ’s dism al resu lts. 
The Feds hav en’t been back since. Ev en 
when y ou get rainfall in a clou d-seeding 
op eration, y ou nev er know w hether y ou 
made rain, or wou ld hav e receiv ed it 
any w ay , said Dr. Decker. " I t’s a v ery , 
v ery difficu lt thing to ev alu ate,’’he ad ­ 
ded. 


There is considerable op p osition to 
clou d-seeding on the grou nds that no one 
has the right to alter som eone else’s 
w eather. When y ou seed in Area A, for 
ex am p le, y ou r neighbor downwind in 
Area B m ay m iss ou t on the rain he m ight 
norm ally hav e receiv ed if y ou hadn’t 
milked the clou ds first. 


Perhap s the m ost controv ersial ex am ­ 
p le of the p ossible effects of clou d 
seeding occu rred at Rap id City , S.D., on 
Ju ne 9 ,19 7 2. The federal "P roject Clou d 
C atcher’’ w as u nderw ay in the Rap id Ci­ 
ty area th at day , with p lanes seeding 
clou ds to the west. These clou ds w ere 
blown into another storm m ass, resu lting 
in torrential rains su ch as had nev er 
been seen before. When the flash flooding 
was ov er, m ore than 200 p eole were dead 
and m ore than $100 million in p rop erty 
dam age had occu rred. 


As I said, it’s an inex act science.

WASHINGTON - The Central In­ 
telligence Agency has condu cted a secret 
su rv ey of the flood of p etrodollars into 
the United States. Ov er the p ast three 
y ears, according to the CIA su rv ey , the 
oil-p rodu cing cou ntries hav e inv ested an 
astou nding $34 billion in U.S. holdings. 


Some CIA analy sts fear this p rodigiou s 
financial stake cou ld influ ence U.S. ac­ 
tion in any fu tu re Middle E ast crisis. The 
nation’s 
m ost 
influ ential 
financial 
leaders, the analy sts su ggest, m ight feel 
comp elled to su p p ort the Arab cau se. 


For ex am p le, the OPEC nations hav e 
entru sted their p ortfolios to the nation’s 
la rg e st 
ba nks, 
p a rtic u la rly 
C hase 
M anhattan, M organ G u aranty , Bank of 
Am erica and New York’s F irst National 
City Bank. 


Thu s the A rab oil p otentates hav e 
becom e big cu stom ers of these p owerfu l 
banks. Presu m ably , this will heighten 
their sy m p athy for the Arab v iewp oint. 
For, once the A rabs get a hold on a 
banker’s p ocketbook, his heart and mind 
will u su ally follow. 


Yet the p etrodollars hav e been chan­ 
neled discreetly into the U.S. economy . 
With the single ex cep tion of the shah of 
Iran, the oil p otentates hav e been carefu l 
to av oid p u rchasing controlling interests 
in A m erican firm s. 


The rise and fall of the stockm arket, 
' p lu s dep osit w ithdraw als and other tra n­ 
sactions. hav e redu ced the v alu e of the 
$34 billion OPEC inv estm ent in the 
United States by $2 billion, according to 
the CIA. The CIA estim ate is that the oil- 
p rodu cing nations are p u mp ing abou t 20 
p er cent of their av ailable fu nds into this 
cou ntry . 


At first, most of the money , according 
to confidential 
T reasu ry D ep artm ent 
docu m ents, was p u t into "com m ercial 
banks as short-term dep osits," thu s 
creating “ w idesp read fear that a su dden 
w ithdraw al or shifting of these dep osits 
wou ld lead to a collap se of certain bank­ 
ing institu tions.” 


Bu t arou nd mid-19 7 5 , the OPEC cou n­ 
tries began to concentrate more on long­ 
term holdings. Their financial p ower, 
m eanwhile, has been slowly increasing 
in the ex ecu tiv e su ites of America.

BACKROOM A FFA IR - We hav e 
often cited the cozy relationship between 
the federal energy regu lators and the oil 
ty coons they regu late. Now, in a sta rtl­ 
ing, confidential m em o. Congress has ac­ 
cu sed the F ederal Energy A dm inistra­ 
tion of condoning the crim inal condu ct of 
the oil crowd. 


The shocking m em o, p rep ared by in­ 
v estigators for the Hou se Energy and 
Pow er su bcom m ittee, declares: "O u r in­ 
v estigation shows there is considerable 


ev idence of p otential crim inal v iolations 
of the statu tes and 
regu lations ad­ 
m inistered 
by

W'ithou t this cap ability to con­ 
du ct crim inal inv estigations or au dits, 
the FEA m ay be letting the indu stry rip - 
off the p u blic to the tu ne of hu ndreds of 
millions of dollars. 


FEA officials across the cou ntry hav e 
p leaded for crim inal inv estigators to 
crack down on oil crim inals. Au ditors 
hav e begged for instru ctions and m ore 
p ersonnel.
